docth faylc our Adverſarics of che 
A 3 FRomiſh | 
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Romiſh Church,that then their nexc 
refuge 1s, after that they haue loa- 
ded ſacred Scripture with odious 
imputations of obſcuritie, imperfe- 
Aion , and ſweying everic way, in 
their ſeverall conflites, to fill the 
eares of cach one with their clamo- 
rons vp-brayding of Antiquitie , 


and humane auchoritie, when di-_ 


vine hath forſaken them; like Saul, 
who when God would not aun- 
{were him, had his recourſe to S4- 


muel, Which norwithſtanding how 


little it maketh for them, & how as 
ſmallie it avayleth chem, as Balaam 
did Balak, when hee ſent for him to 
curſe, where inthe contrarie hee 
bletſed : or as Baal ayded his owne 
prieſts, when hee was ſo carneſtlie 
in-called vpon by them to anſwere, 
while in the meane time there was 
no voyce heard; any one,who with 
a fingle eye ever peruſed the ſame, 
may eaſilte perceijue, and manifolde 
experience hath oftentimes proven. 

And yer we ſee thar this is their 
great Diau of Epheſus, wherein they 
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gloric 
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glorie more than the Tewes, when 
they cryed, The Temple of the Lord,the 
Temple of the Lord : and as Rabel hid 
her tachers Idoles, with che Camels 
furniture, and fate on the ſame, and 
would not aryſe; So with che furni- 
cure of venerable, but wreſted and 
wronged Antiquitie, they would 
hyde their Errours, and cover the 
Idolatrie of their whoriſh mother, 
trom whom they can not bee moo- 
ved to depart, nor goe out of Babel, 
or put away their ſtrange gods, and 
bee purged with Taakgbs godlic ta- 
milie, 

So that their doing is like the 
&aftie dealing of the Gibeonite Am- | 7ofua, g. 
baſſadoures, who ro make a League 
with che Lordes People, pretended 
that chey had journeyed from a ve- 
rie farre countrey , and were come 
for the Name of the Lord: and this 
their impudent lie ( which yet they 
would haue to bee believed as an 
vndoubted trueth ) they ſoothe vp 
( forſooth ) by demonſtration of 
Anrtiquitie; chat therefore all which 
A 4 they 
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they had was olde: and this was 
their onhe proofe, whereby Ioſhus, 
and both Princes and People were 
deceived: therealon whereof is gi- 
ven in Scripture , Becauſe they aſ< 
ked not counſell at che mouth of 
the Lord. 

Even fo,that which our Adyer- 
faries bring , when they haue quit- 
red Scripture, to make their bla{- 
phemous lies to bec believed, as 
{ure & ſacred trueth, is that which 
( as they pretende) is from a veric 
farre, eventhe Apoſtles tymes, and 
ancient holie Fathers of the primi- 
tive Church, glorious in ſufferings, 
and from their immediate ſucceſ- 
fours: And allthis they doe ( for- 
ſooth ) bur for the Name of: the 
Lord, having arcl:gious prerence 
( as Simeon and Levi did) of clearing 
truech, & convincing crrour there- 
by , and {o ro make vnitie of fayth 
in the Church of God. 

And to performe all this, all 
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which they would ſceme ro ſhowe 
or ſay, 15 all olde, drawne from An- 
riquirie ; 
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tiquitie: But beeing aware (by To- | 
ſhus's example) will wee tryc the | 


men,and their ſpeaches,rheir {r1- 
ture, and prerences, and all this by 
the right rule, with the men of $e- 
rea, and as Iſrael ſhould haue done 
the Grbeonites as king counſell ar the 
mouth of the Lord,which hee hath 
opened in holie Scripture , and 
which wee are bidden {earch , not 
believing raſhlic everic doctrine, to 
bee carried about there-wicth , buc 
trying the ſpirits, whether they bee 
of God,or no: and then wee ſha! 
eafilie diſcerne and diſcover their 
guyle, and knowethe Beaſt by his 
Dragon mouth, to bee bur a craftic 
counterfer of the Lambe.

Whence he ſfayeth , The order 
of nature is not to bee looked to 
heere, but the mightic power of 
Chriftto bee adored, who what-(0- 
ever hee will, how-ſo-ever he will, 
and in what-ſo-ever hee will, crea- 
teth that which was not,and beeing 
created, changeth ir into that which 
it was nor before, 

The (ſame Door ſubjoyneth, 
The true fleſh of Chriſt ( ſaith he) 
which was crucified, and buricd, is 
then truelie the Sacrament of his 
fleſh : for the Lord leſus Himſelte 
cryeth , ſaying, This is My Bodie. 
How carefullic and wyſclic, there- 
fore, is this diſtintion made? for 
hee ſpeaketh concerning the fleſh 
of Chriſt, which was crucified, 
which was buried, that 1s, accor- 
ding to which Chriſt was both cru- 
cified and buried ; that is indecde 
the true fleſh of Chriſt: but concer- 
ning that which is taken in the Sa- 
crament, hee ſayeth, This is truelic

Hence Saint Ambroſe (ubjoy- 
neth this, ſaying , The bodie of 
Chritt, is the bodice of a divine Spi- 
rit: bur a divine Spirit hath in it no 
corporal nor corruptible thing,net- 
her is if palpable in the exiſtence 
there-of , But this bodic, which 1s 
celchrated in the Church, accor- 
ding to the viſible forme there-of, 
It is both corruptible, and palpable. 
How is it ſaydethen to bee the bo- 
die of a divine Spirit? Towit, ac- 
cording to that 1t 1s ſpirituall; that

By which thinges it 1s ſhowne

And that Sain& Ambroſe ſpake

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given them, and therefore lice ſub- 
joyneth theſe wordes , It ic bee our 
daylic bread, why take yee it onclic 
at the ende of a whole yeare? as the 
Grecians 1n che Eaſt vied to doc. Take 
chen that daylie, which will bee 
profitable to thee daylic; and line 
ſo, that thou mayelt bee worthie 
daylie co receluie it, 

Ir is manifeſt then concerning 
what bread hee ſpeaketh, to wir, 
concerning the bodie and blood of 
Chriſt, which nowriſheth not, in 
that it goeth downe into the bodie, 
bur becauſe it is the bread of everla- 
ſting lyfe. | 

By che authoritie then of this 
molt learned man wee areadmont- 
ſhed, that there is a gredt difference
